Nor is any di- 
rect remedy suggested for debt. 


How much Jamaica is there in the 
world? This island covers most of 
the surface of our planet.

the natives to the banks and mer- 
chants’ counting houses of Western 
Europe. 


Some, but not all, of these peoples, 
ore under the flags of empires, Those 
who escape this blessing are under 
certain disadvantages. No Royal Com- 
mission visits them: they get no 
grants, and they have to maintain 
their precarious and nominal poll- 
tical Independence by spending on 
armaments large sums which = they 
must borrow In the West. 


This done, they discdver that the 
arms they have got “on “tick” are 
wholly insufficient to repel a Hght- 
ning attack of totalitarian bombing 
planes and tanks. 


Broadly, the colonial peoples, 
white and coloured, dependent and 
independent, are all in much the 
same position, They must all raise 


export crops to pay their debts. The 


prices of these primary products are 
relatively so low, when compared 
with those of machinery and manu- 
factured goods, that the “colony” is 
always, though in varying . degrees, 
n slum jn an oasis, a depressed aren 
ninid ‘teeming fields. 


That holds for Rumunia as 
Trinidad, for Nigeria and for Cubn. 


This js the fam!lHar problem that 


producers up to the level of the in- 
dustrial peoples. 


How to do {t? The Royal Com- 
mizston saw some of the necessary 
steps. Free the Trade Unions for ac- 
tlon send the workers’ children to 
school that they mhy learn to strug- 
gie “better than thelr fathers; clear 
the slums without compensation.

Suppose we could shorten this 
war by a.year, I should then propose 
to spend all that the belligerenta on 
both sides would have squandered 
fn 12 months upoh a vast internao- 
tlonal scheme of public works, ‘de- 
signed to equip the qunsi-colonfal 
countries for prosperity—tirrigation 
dams, clectricn] power stations, mo- 
tor roads, and railways; tractors, lor- 
ries, und pumps instead of tanks, 
mochine-guns and pill-boxes. 


It would pay us to give all these 
things free to the Africans and the 
Balkan peasants. Beforé the year was 
out, thelr demand would come back 
fo us for cloth and bdots, bicycles 
and hardware. : 


Who will espouse this peace aim? }* 


Not Mr. Chamberlain, nor the Pope;

There was, in neither country, no serious thought 
’ of trying to prevent it. But with the unexpect- 
ed prolongation of her resistance emotions be- 
came increasingly stirred and ‘when the pros- 


pect of Finland’s collapse followed months of |. 


gallant fighting on her part—months, also; of 
time lost by any would-be helpers — there de- 
veloped an impulse to send Allied forces 


thither. 


From the point of ‘view of the 
British and French Governments, 
much would have been said both for 
and against such a project. 

The most, obvious argument for it 
wns that, besides showing them to 
huve become active champions of 
any small country threatened with 
aggression, [it offered the Allies an 
alternative Hine of militiry activity 
to that In the west, which looks lke 
n road marked "no through way.” 

A new line would have been, -at 
Jeust for a time, a relief to the sense 
of stagnation; and it was hoped. 
nuturssly, that it would prove some- 
thing, more. t 


Against Project 


The most obvious argument 
nguinst the project was that it would 
commit us definitely to war against 
Russia, thus doubling or even 
trebling the numerical odds nlready 
against Us — especially if we ure 
alming at victory. : 

Whatever.vlew may be taken as 
to the merits of these argumonts, 
from a strategic polnt of view It 
was apparent that no adequate 
effort could be made without the 
co-operation of Norway , and 

Sweden — and thus would require 

a change in the attitude of nega- 

tlon they had affirmed, 

In any case, the proper considera- 
tion of the problem should start with 
a careful examination of . Finland's 
prospects in the final, stages. 

Now, what were the sure 
about the Finnish war? 


Russian Failure 


Tt was clear that the Finns had put 
up a grand resistance against the 
invading forces of a country im- 
mensely larger than their own, ‘ 

It was clear that the original Rus» 
sian plan broke down badly, and 
that its successor was slow to show 
adequate results for the expenditure 
of Wife and munitions. 

It was clear that the ndvantago of 
the defence in modern war hid been 
proved in a way that surprised the 
world. 

But not much beyond these few 
gallent facts was clear. In the fog 
af war, partial impressions ure the 
normat substitute for facts. And 
that fog was thickened by elaborate 
ecnsorship more vthan [t could be 
dissipated by modern means of com- 
munications. 

'Tyenty yeurs of exploring the his- 
tory of the hist war, after taking 
part jn it, have taught me that events 
ns they uctually happened are very 
‘different from’ the picture of them 
that Is formed, or given, at the time. 
“That process , of uncovering the 
facts has also left me with no jllu- 
sions about the veracity of oMfeial 
sources in any country at war. Al- 
ways and overywhere, the ruling 
Iden js not to ndmit more than can- 
not be’ concealed. a 

There was, too, a special factor 
which complicated the process of 
reaching true: military conclusions 
about the Finnish campaign. This 
factor was the deep-seated 
projudice, against “Communism” 
which prevails in most countries 

— for nothing! closes up the aver- 

age. man's mind more firmly than 

affixing a coloured label to * the 
subject under consideration. 


Soldiers’ Standards 


Soldiers, too, tend to judge Rus- 
ain's army by a standard which 
would not be applicd to armies with 
which they had more feeling of pro- 
fcsslonal kinship, and to regard any 
failure of its plnns as confirmation 
of its fundamental inefficiency. - : 

When the knowable conditions of 
the Finnish campaign ore examined, 
ahey provide in themselves o reason-~ 
able explanation of the comparative 
dneffectivencss of the. Russian Inva- 
sion, 

‘: Whereas conditions in- Poland were 
more |favourable to a: ‘bitzkrieg 
offensive than anywhere clsc in 
Eutope, Finland offered o most un- 
sultable theatre for such a perform~- 
ance, especially iat ‘the time .of the 
year when: the invasion was staged. 
“There, ‘the defender profited by 


facts 


having a much better system of rail 


communications than the attacker 
possessed on the far side of the fron- 
tler. The {nvasion, moreover, had 
to be made through a country of 
Inke, and forests, over bad roads, 

_ These difficuities set a narrow 

limit to the forces which the So- 

viet could. move and maintain, 
except in a direct advance through 
the Karelian tathmus against the 

Mannoerheim. Line. 

The limits set.by nature and the 
railway to the, amount of force that 
Russian could use from her vast. re- 
sources appear to have been further 
restricted by the miscniculations of 
the: Soviet authorities. 


_ The Four Prongs 


It would scem fairly clenr that 
they did not contemplate meeting 
serious resistance, but imagined that 
they would hardly have to do more 
than back up a popular rising. of the 
Finnish people agalnst their Gov- 
ernment. 

The original Russian plan would 
seem to have comprised u  four- 
pronged thrust across the length of 
the Finnish frontier from Lake 
Ladoga to the Arvtle Ocean, com- 
bined with a mere demonstration ‘in 
force against the Karellan Isthmus 
to pin the Finnish reserves there. 

Theee of the prongs—those 
pushed in near Petsamo,' Salla and 

’ Suomussalmi respectively, were, 
of very light composition, pro- 
bably conalsting of, ng more than 
an Infantry division apleco, The 
southernmost prong, Inserted Just 
north of Lake Ladoga, seems to 
have comprised two, or perhape 
three, divisions. : 

In the Knrelian Isthmus, facing 
the Mannerheim Line, there were, 


according to neutral reports, some | 


five divisions with a few more in 
reserve, : 

AY the outset the Finns’ six uch 
tive divisions apperr to ,have been 
concentrated In the south, while the 
locnt militia covered the rest. 


Thrust Parried ; 


But when the main Russian ad- 
vance, intended to turn the Mun- 
nerheim Line, disclosed Itself north 
of Lake Ladoga, two divisions were 
despatched thither and effectively 
parried the thrust. 

In the far north, “the. Russians 
cut off Petsumo, and thereby depriv- 
ed the Finns of the chance of sup- 
plies renching them through = that 
Arctic port. 

More dangerous , still was the 
thrust across the Finnish waistline, 
which penetrated olmost half-way 
to the Baltic before: it was ‘first 
stopped and then driven back by n 
Finnish division railed up hurried- 
ly from the south. 

Stl more effective was the coun- 
ter to the third prong of the Russian 
Invasion, which had been pushed 
In nt Suomussalmi. 

As for the Russians, it was only 
to be expected that plans which 
had been based on a false as- 

. sumption should break down 
when put to the test of reality. 

But that Is not of itself proof of 

military inefficiency: throughout 

the army concerned. 


The most unfortunate consequence 
ef the Russian’ miscalculation over 
Finland was Its ‘almost "inevitable 
effect on their policy.: If fenr be 
the root cause of war, it is not only 
the fear of material insecurity, but 
the fear of “losing face.” ; 


Two Kinds Of Fear.

TO COME BEFORE COMMITTEE 

Mr. Butters sald that he was un-

Explaining his Inability to an- 

awer, the questions, Mr. Butters 
anid that under a normal Income 
Tax all questions such as these 
were, of course, fully covered, But 
when one started adapting and re- 
drafting a tax for a almilar puc- 
pose, various difficulties then 
cropped up, and these had to be

91 (i); willbe regarded ns applicable, 
It provides that Income from any of- 
flee or employment includes wages, 
sularles, ete. whether derlved from 
the employer or others. 

“It may be held that “others” in- 
cludes oa wife's salacy, or It may be 
decided to insert an additional clause 
to make the position absolutely clear.

AN EXPERIMENT IN solf-administration, ‘car- 
ried. out at the: Chinese Soldiers’ Internment 
Camp in Arayle Street for the past one and. 


half months, 


as proved so far successful that 


‘the scheme is likely to be permanently adopt- 


ed. | ; 


In the course of a visit to the Camp by a “Sunday 
- Herald’: representative, through the courtesy 


of the Hon, Dr. P. S. 


‘Selwyn-Clarke, Director 


of Medical Services, it was disclosed that the 
740 inmates of the Camp are now very large- 


ly self-governing. 

They have a Court of Justice, 
Vigilance Corps, Chinese und Eng- 
Ush Schools, library, singing classes, 
theatre, hospital, sanitary and 
hygiene organisations, workshop, 
garden, sports competitions, halr- 
dressing shop; and, all their leaders 
are being elected by popular vote. 

The experlment started on Feb- 
ruary 1, when the Internal admin- 
istration of the Camp was transfer- 
red from the Police to the medical 
authorities, and life in the Camp now 
appears to be more interestIng to 
the inmates, who are themselves en- 
deavouring to devise new profitable 
ways and means to pass the time of 
their enforced secluston. ai Ns 

Of the 740 inmates, 350 are at- 
tending school, English lessons have 
become popular and there are now 
100 enrolled in this class which 
takes place in the evening. 

From a small Ubrury, equipped 
with stock supplied through the 
generosity of the Commercial Press, 
educational and story books are 
lonned out to the inmates. Library 
rules must now be observed. The 
Hbrarlan told the “Sunday Herald” 
representative that before the rules 
were enforced, one of the internees 
found the books so interesting that 
he took away 40 at a time! 

Essay contests are held each week, 
the: three best being posted in the 
schoolroom. 


“COURT OF JUSTICE” 

In the Court of Justice, there are 
a "Chief Justice” and two “lawyers”? 
—one for the prosecution and ‘the 
other for the defence. The jury 1s 
sclected from among the other in- 
ternees, ‘ 

Penalties imposed, are from onc 
day's to two weeks’ “extra” labour. 

Whilst serving a sentence, the of- 
fender wears a cloth-band on which 
is written in Chinese “I will re- 
form." Invariably, the _ offenders 
ablde by the decision of the Court, 
but there have, nevertheless, been a 
few successful appeals against ocn- 
tences. 

“VIGILANTES” 

The Cump {s being policed by 20 
“vigilantes,” two euch from the 10 
huts, und these are changed once a 
week. Each Sunday the names of 
new Vigilantes are drawn from ao box 
In which are the name-cards of 
those Mable for vigilance duty for 
the coming weck. 

Sanitatiun outside the huts is also 
tuken care of by the internees who 
change duty also once a.week. They 
sweep up the dirt and dump ‘it Into 
dustblns, placed in different areas in 
the Camp. Different internees are 
in charge of different parts of the 
Camp. 

Every 20 days, prizes ore award- 
ed to the three huts which obtain 
the highest marks for cleanliness and 
good order. cya 

“INSPECTION AWARDS 

An Inspection Group, comprising 
of three elected internees and three 
Government officers employed in the 
Camp visit the huts periodically to 
Inspect sanitary conditions and 
award marks. 

The prizes awarded are in the 
form of extra soap and other Uttle 
luxuries for which - the internecs 
keenly contest. gs 

There are Jeast 40  basket-ball 
teams with competitions every day. 
They also play football and tennis. 

The workshop js about to be com— 
pleted, and, In it some of the in- 
ternees will make straw wrappers. 
Rubber sandals will also be made, in 
this workshop, out of old ‘rubber 
tyres which have been contributed

aa EXCELLENT WORK 

Much of the credit for the new 
conditions jn the Crimp is due to 
Mr, C. N. Li, Camp Observer, who 
has been able to secure the full sup- 
port and co-operation of the internces 
in the self-governing scheme, 

Mr, Li nlso lectures on subjects 
such ns Moral Reconstruction. Mr. 
HY, P, Lai and Mr.’ K. S, Chow are 
in: charge of educational plans, and 
Mr. Ng Po-chun of the Camp's sports 
activities, 

The internces ore grateful to the 
Administrators of the British Fund 
for Relief of Distress in China, for a 
sum of $3,000 which has been re- 
ceived by the Medical authorities, 
through the Hon, Secretary of the 
Fund, the Hon. Mr, M. K. Lo, This 
sum, it is learned, will enable con- 
sidernble development to take place 
in the educational, industrial and re- 
creational aspect of the Camp. In 
this way not only will the time 
spent .by the interned soldiers be 
much more pleasant, but they should 
be fitter, physically and mentally, 
when thelr period of detention is 
over and they are able to return to 
thelr native homes, ¢

RENTS _ 
CAMPAIGN 


[SPECIAL TO “SUNDAY HERALD") 


A “Rents Reduction” cam- 
paign is being organised by 
the Hong Kong and Kow- 
loon Tenants’ Association, 
the “Sunday Herald” learn- 
ed yesterday. 


It is estimated that rents have In- 
creased by from 50 to 300 per cent 
during the past three years, accord- 
ing to figures in the hands of the As- 
sociation. 

Last night, a meeting was held by 
a Special Committce of 15 members, 
headed by Mr. Liu Pingechuen, of 
Messrs. Lyson and Hall, and plans 
for a petition, to be presented to the 
Government, were discussed. 

Tho Association now has some 
2,000 members,.but there are 4,500 
walting to be admitted. z 
Mr. Liu told the “Sunday Herald” 

yesterday that the Association has 
teceived numerous complaints from 
tenonts and syb-tenants of excessive 
Irfcreases in rents. aes 

Many of them are not in a position 
to pay Increased rents owing to high 
cost of living. - : -- 

FAIR RENT 

Mr. Liu disclosed that in recent {n- 
vestigations it was found that most 
of the available space in fints has 
been sub-let resulting in gross over- 
crowding, which js one of the main 
causes of tuberculosis and crime in 
the Colony. 

“We are endeavouring to formulate 
a scheme whereby landlords and 
principal tenants can be effectively 
restricted from excessively Increns- 
ing rents,” stated Mr. Liu, who, add- 
ed that the scheme would be includ- 
ed in the proposed petition to Gov- 
ernment, 

“We think it would be falr® to al! 
parties to allow landlords a net re- 
turn’ of 6% per annum on their in- 
vestments, plus an additlonal 30 per 
cent. for general expenses,” declared 
Mr. Liu, “and we hope to get Gov- 
ernment’s support.”

In_ presenting this new version of 
the proposals put forward some three 


months ago, Mr. Keynes has clearly’ 


been at great pains to win the sup- 
Port of the Labour Party, which gave 
his original version so curlously 
chilly n reception, His bid for La- 
bour's support—~and without Labour’s 
support it is cerlain that the scheme 
stands no chance of acceptance—has 
ted him to perform an ingenious and 
attractiva grafting operation. 


Originally Mr. Keynes set out sim- 
ply to ralse £400 millions for the 
prosecution of the war by a compul- 
sory savings levy on all Incomes ecx- 
cept, the very lowest. He now grafts

Deferred pay will be collected 
through the existing tax collecting 
machinery, toycther with income tax 
and surtax, where pnyable. 


Wage-enrners will have it deduct- 
ed at the’ source by employers, re~ 
ceiving stamped cards as evidence of 
deduction, on the lines of the health 
and unemployment Insurance system. 
Mr. Keynes contemplates an initlal 
scule of 35 per ecnt. deduction on the 
excess of an income over the basic 
minimum of 35s. a week for a single 
man and 45s. a week for a married 
man, 


This percentage would rise with 
income up to 88 per cent. for an in- 
come over £50,000. These percent- 
ages cover the deferred pay and 
income tax and surtax, but -at the 
bottom of the scale the deduction 
would be entirely for deferment and 
at the top end. it would be almost 
entirely for taxation, 


These basic minimum incomes of 
35s, and 468, arc, however, to be but~- 
tressed—and this is the main novelty 
of the revised scheme—by a system 
of “famSly allowances.” For every 
child under. 15, whatever the income 
of the parents, Mr, Keynes proposes 
to give on allowance of Ss. a week— 
£13 a year. This will replace the 
present income-tax abatement of 
-£60 of taxable income (£50 after 
‘April), and jn this connection Mr. 


:{ Keynes makes the very effective point 
{that 


the present system is highly 
anomalous jn that jt confers no bene- 
fit on nor -income-tax payers cqui- 
valent tv thut enjoyed by those lable 
to tax.

Another buttress which Mr, Keynes 
proposes for the support of his basic 
minimum of cffective income is 
that its purchasing power over an 
“Iron ration" of necessaries (but not 
over all the articles included tn the 
cost-of-living index) should be pro- 
tected, if necessary, by State  sub- 
sidies in ald of the prices of the 
articles jn question—as is, indeed, 
belng done at present. 


Mr. Keynes does not advocate an 
actual undertaking by the State to 
maintaln these prices unrnised, but 
he suggests that the trade unions 
should agree (also without giving a 
guarantee) not to call for any gen- 
eral advance of wages unless and 
until the Iron ration should rise ap- 
preciably In price. 


Mr. Keynes is now willing that the. 
pay defermentsshould be deposited, 
not exclusively with the Post OMice 
Savings Bank, but with other agen- 
cies trusted by the working man, 
such as Friendly Societies or Trade 
Unions, ‘This is a'minor embellish- 
ment of the original plan, but not so 
his novel proposal that the Govern- 
ment should undertake when the 
time comes to introduce a  capltal 
levy to furnish the funds wherew!th 
to pay out the deferments. 


Many of us, like Mr, Keynes, 
favoured a Capital Levy at the end 
of the last war, asa means of straight- 
ening out in some degree the tangle 
of national indebtedness. Time has 
certainly not disproved the soundness 
of that view, and ff Capital Levy was 
most likely the right thing last time, 
how much more probable js it that it 
will be the right thing this time! 


Yet I confess to a little uneasiness 
about tylng it up with the “deferred 
pay” plon, and I am not sure that 
~Mr, Keynes is quite certaln about it 
either, He ‘proposes—and this is 
obviously sound, If Jt can be manag- 
ed—that the relerse of the blocked 
pay should be tlmed to coincide with 
the post-war trade slump which will 
probably occur, 


But, as he points out, the worst 
‘time for o capltat levy Is in a period 


of slump. The levy, he says, must}, 


take place before, in the period of 
post-war boom. Truc enough, but I 
do not envy the task of the Govern- 
ment of the day, called upon to per- 
form the acrobatic feut of deflating 
by a capital levy at onc moment ond 
reflating. by releasing the “defer- 
ments” tho next. :

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Well, you must read the book for 
yourself to discover the answers to 
these questions, and in particular 
why Mr. Keynes is so emphatic that 
the answer to the last one {s "No" 
and the answer to the last’ but one

Essentially, the cuse for his 
scheme comes down to this: For 


the prosecution of the war the Gov- 
ernment requires at lenst half of al} 
the goods and services that the coun- 
try can produce, It is golng to have 
that half, whatever happens. ‘If we 
income-carners of the country won't 
voluntarily cut our spending in the 
required proportion and give or lend 
the moncy to the Government, well 
then all that will happen will be that 
our spending will be cut for us by 
rising prices and the disappearance 
of goods from the shops. 


And, as Mr. Keynes very well 
shows, if we try to defend ourselves 
by claiming increases of wages, the 
result whl] be just the same—only 
prices will rise still faster. That is 
what happened, with mathematical 
precision, last time—frst prices up, 
then wages, then prices again, but 
with prices always one round ahead 
-—“a ridiculous system . . which 
benefited no one but the profiteer,” 
Mr. Keynes calls It. 


Get this shillingsworth and read 
it. Even with Mr. Keynes’ tlear 
guldance n litle concentration fs re- 
quired for the detailed calculations 
which he advances in support of his 
thesis that voluntary lending, though 
indispensable, cannot by itself be 
enough. His annlysis does. not, on 
the {face of it, support, the compla- 
cency with which the problem of 
paying for the war scems to be view- 
ed In so many quarters. But If you 
can demolish Mr. Keynes’ disturbing 
estimates so much the better. I wish 
I could—but I can't.

sold that it was very difficult to un-

This young man was not of the 
Prussian type, he was rather tho 
opposite for he clearly hated war and 
all that-war meant. He realised that 
he was vitally concerned in this pro- 
blem of Anglo-German relations 
since He could not possibly escape 
the net that would immediately be 
thrown to catch the men of his age 
for the coming war. It was .his 
business then to do what he could, 
however little it might be, to get rid 
of the danger. Though he was not 
the aggressive bullying type of Ger- 
man, ho shared with them an incapao-" 
city to examine and criticise his 
own nation, and when one comes to 
think of it that fs natural, for criti- 
clam implies a knowledge of the 
standards prevailing elsewhere, but 
this knowledge is lacking in Ger- 
many. The German judges everything 
from his own standpoint and it comes
